REMARKS 

Claims 33-42 have been examined. Claims 33, 34, 37-39, 41 and 42 have been rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) and claims 35 and 40 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), 
Also, the Examiner has indicated that claim 36 is allowed. 
I, Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

The Examiner has rejected claims 33, 34, 37-39, 41 and 42 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
allegedly being anticipated by JP 09-086004 to Asakura ("Asakura"). 

A. Claims 33 and 42 

Since claims 33 and 42 have been canceled, without prejudice or disclaimer, Applicant 
submits that the rej ection of such claims is now moot. 

B. Claims 34 and 37-39 

Since claims 34 and 37-39 are now dependent upon allowed claim 36, Applicant submits 
that the rejection of such claims is now moot. 

C. Claim 41 

By this Amendment, Applicant submits that claim 41 is patentable for at least analogous 
reasons as claim 36. 
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II. Rejection under 35 XJ.S.C. § 103(a) in view of Asakura and JP 40-8133556 to Ono 
("Ono") 

The Examiner has rejected claim 35 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Asakura in view of Ono. However, since claim 35 is now dependent upon 
allowed claim 36, Applicant submits that the rejection of such claim is now moot. 

III. Rejection under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) in view of Asakura and JP 11-321016 to 
Edatsune ("Edatsune") 

The Examiner has rejected claim 40 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Asakura in view of Edatsune. However, since claim 40 is now dependent 
upon allowed claim 36, Applicant submits that the rejection of such claim is now moot. 

IV. Allowable Subject Matter 

As set forth above, the Examiner has indicated that claim 36 contains allowable subject 

matter. 

V. Conclusion
